Although hope had been held dur­ 
ing the day that the North Shore 
might have found refug e in some 
other port, this wa s virtually aban­ 
doned a.s the day passed 
without 
word I rom her captain. 
If the North Shore went down in 
yesterday's 40-mile gale, the toll of 
the storm has been increared to a 
loss of 11 lives and three ships. 
The death list of the barge Sa l­ 
vor that went down at 2:30 o’clock 
Friday afterr-oon off the harbor en­ 
trance iiere wa s reduced to five to­ 
day when two of four men who haa 
clung to a derrick on Hie vessel 
were taken off by 
coa st 
guards. 
Seven other persons .ncluding two 
women were taken cut of the wa t­ 
er a live at a point fourtefn miles 
north of here.

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T H E SURVEY R EPO R T 
^ Mr. Isadore Loeb, one of the brainiest 
men we have in the state, is, in a series of 
articles try ing to make plain to the tax 
pay ers the findings of the State Survey 
Commission, which commission was cre^ 
ated by the 
last 
legislature. 
It is a 
body of the highest class of men in the 
state, public spirited and non political 
and we believe that their findings were 
made with the sole object of recommend­ 
ing to the Governor such changes and 
betterment in the 
state's 
affairs as in 
their opinion seemed best for the welfare 
of the entire citizenship of the state. 
Now the trouble we find with 
Mr. 
Loeb's elucidations are 
that they 
are 
about as voluminous and as hard to grasp 
as the original report of the Survey Com­ 
mission itself. In say ing that we do not 
intend to reflect in any way on Mr. Loeb, 
for Vi e know him personally and admire 
him intensely , but a lot of his explaina- 
lions are couched in such language that 
us common fellows cannot take 
it all in 
Avithout putting in more time and work on 
it than we have to give to even so impor­ 
tant a matter. 
Mr. Loeb say s, the commission did not 
say the tangable property — farms homes, 
town lots, buildings, mercantile stocks, 
factory 
equipment, 
railroad 
property , 
bank capital and surplus constitutes 20 
percent of the wealth of the state, but 
pay s 9 6 percent of the tax burden, while 
on the other hand the intangible property 
of the state,— notes, money , bonds, stocks, 
make up 80 percent but only pay 4 per­ 
cent of the tax burden. 
This statement concerning tangible and 
intangible wealth of the state has been 
repeated and talked about and has been 
made the basis of many newspaper com­ 
ments till there are many tax pay ers who 
believe it. It is not true nor did the com­ 
mission say it was, notwithstanding the 
leports to the contrary . 
Mr. Loeb say s: There are no statistics 
upon which to base a value upon the in­ 
tangible wealth of the state. Generally 
speaking intangible property i s . merely 
evidence of a claim against tangible pro­ 
perty — for instance, a man owning a block 
of stock say in the Bothwell Hotel, he 
has a certificate in 
his 
strong box or 
somewhere else showing that he is a 
share holder in this hotel. 
This sort of 
property is designated as intangible; be­ 
cause, w’e presume the assessor cannot 
see it as he can houses and cattle. Now 
then should a man pay tax on this Hotel 
certificate and the Hotel of w-hich he is 
a part pay a property tax, isn't that dou­ 
ble taxation? 
The state tax commissions report for 
19 24, states that the intangible personal 
property 
is 
estimated 
to 
equal 
the 
value of the real estate in the state. It is 
fair to presume that the ratio of values 
lias not materially changed since that 
time, w’hich goes to show' that the 80 per­ 
cent valuation for the intangible w'ealth 
of the state is too high, by a large sum. 
We use the 19 24 figures because w'e 
have no others at hand. 
The 
commissioner’s report refers to 
large amounts of intangible property in 
the state but gives no estimate of its 
value. 
Mr. Loeb does not question the com­ 
mission's claim that much taxable intan­ 
gible property does escape taxation. 
The commission calls the Governor’s 
attention to this fact so that he may 
bring it to the attention of the legislature 
with such recommendations as he, the 
Governor, may think best. 
This is a good place to part with Mr. 
Loeb for the present, wiiich w'e are doing 
least we tire our readers.

T H E ENGLISH A IR SH IPS 
The R-101, the biggest and longest air­ 
ship in the w'orld, is being made ready 
for a flight from Cardington, England, to 
India. 
The craft has been lengthened by 
fifty feet, its length being 780 feet. Tw'o 
new crude oil motors solve the problem 
of reversing. 
Failure of the fabric used 
for the skin of the R-lOO, recently in Can­ 
ada, has prompted the English engineers 
to give the R-101 a new^ skin whtch has 
been chemically treated. 
The only gaso­ 
line to be carried aboard the R-101 w'iil 
be for starting four of her five motors; 
the fifth motor will be started by a me­ 
chanical device. 
The English are confident that the per­ 
formance of the R-101 on the filght to 
and from India w'ill be much better than 
that of the R-lOO on its flight to and 
from Canada. 
They have profited by the 
experiences of the R-lOO, the tw'o new' 
motors and the new' skin being evidence. 
By the time the R-101 returns from India 
the R-lOO 
will 
have 
undergone 
some 
changes to assure more satisfactory per­ 
formance. 
These English dirigibles are 
larger than the Graf Zeppelin. 
English 
engineers believe that they will be more 
“ air-worthy ’' than the German craft. 
It is not disclosed w’hat the English gov­ 
ernment W'ill do w’ith the R-lOO and the 
R-101. 
The intention has been to use 
them in special service betw'een England 
and distant dominions. 
The R-lOO’s flight 
to Canada w*as nothing more than a dem­ 
onstration of the craft's ability to make 
the round trip over the North Atlantic. 
The R-lOl's flight to India w'ill be in the 
same category . 
Probably one of these 
English airships will be voy aging to the 
United States for a friendly salutation. 
Coniinercial features have not been dis­ 
cussed.

The leaf is doing work 
now', which is usually done in July 
and August. 
This should be re­ 
membered, and do not move the 
trees until the leaves are falling.

well named the Parro t tulips. All
